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The Cavalry Divisional 
Training and Man- 
oeuvers, 1925. 


(From The acne Journal) 





For the first time since 1915 
the Cavalry Division assembled, 
under peace conditions for train-| 
ing and manoeuvres. Considerer- 
ing that 90 per cent. of the per- 
sonnel who took part had never 
seen anything larger than a bri- | 
gade, and some of them no largex | 
‘ body than their own unit, the as- 
sembly of the Division in itself | 
was of sufficient value to justify 
the expenditure. It was a great 
opportunity for all those who took 
part to to find out the weak points 
of their previous training, carried 
out since the war. 

Many a young polo player, gift- 
ed perhaps with a good eye and 
beginning to make a name _ for 
himself in the station game,. will 
remeniber the disillusionment of. 
his first match. It was all so dif- 
ferent from what he had expect- 
ed! This year’s training and man- 


oeuvres must have given a similar |

(ad) Reeonnaissace of all kinds. 
Every cavalry unit must carry out 
continuous reconnaissance on its 
own initiative in addition to such 
reconnalssances as may be called 


for from the next higher unit. 


This applies specially when units 
are at the halt and to ground re- 
connaissance of all routes which 
the unit may suddenly be called 


/upon to take. 


(e) Co-operation with Air, 
Tanks, Mechanical Artillery, Ar- 
moured cars, Infantry in lorries, 
ete. Many valuable lessons were 
learned under this heading; the 
necessity of having alternate 
dropping stations previously ar- 
ranged, anti-aircraft defence, tne 
best method of defence against en- 
emy armoured cars, combined re- 
connaissance by cavalry and arm- 
oured cars, combined attacks by 
cavalry and tanks, and anti-tank 
defence by use of guns. 

(ft) Comunications. The fact 
that the division was not given a 
complete signal squadron was the 
one blot on the training.
